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WHAT OF THE NIGHT? 
Whatever the outcome of the attempt of 
Manager J. L. Whitlock of the Glens Falls to 
secure the co-operation of insurance compa- 
nies to a general agreement on commissions in 
the Northwest, he must be given the credit for 
good faith, and for having given much thought 
to the subject. Mr. Whitlock is not union, 
and not non-union, in his affiliation, but inde- 
pendent, and his idea is not intended to favor 
union or non-union companies. It is a meas- 
ure for insurance companies and as such 
merits careful consideration. His plan is not 
cumbered with details, it is simple and plain 
and its meaning is unmistakable. Mr. Whit- 
lock proposes an agreement among insurance 
companies for the Northwest on 20 and 15 per 
cent commissions, respectively, for preferred 
and ordinary business, and classifies “pre- 
ferred” risks as fireproof buildings when so 
described by local rating organizations, and 
brick dwelling buildings when woccupied ex- 
clusively by one tenant. It is aimed to pro- 
tect the subscribers to the agreement by pro- 
viding that no commission shall be paid to 
any agent not commissioned by a subscriber, 
and to none except agents so commissioned at 
the point where the risk is located. This is to 
all intents and purposes an overhead writitig 
plank. The proposition is laid before compa- 
nies and managers by Mr. Whitlock in a let- 
ter, with which is inclosed an inquiry sheet 
and pledge. There is no fireworks display 
about the communication, which is simple and 
dignified. It will be interesting to watch the 
sentiment it brings out. 





FIRE COMPANIES AND DIVIDENDS. 

Just mow when companies are raising rates 
the same old criticism goes up from the public 
that the companies are paying large dividends 
and statistics are produced to show that there 
is heavy profit in fire underwriting. Of course, 
to those who are in the business the fallacy of 
this doctrine is apparent. Those who are not 
acquainted with the structure of a fire insur- 
ance company do not distinguish between its 
two salient parts. They take it for granted 
that all its receipts come from the sale of its 
policies and, therefore, after deducting bosses 
and expenses the residue is pure profit on un- 
derwriting. 

The banking and underwriting departments 
of a company are two distinct features. A 
company carefully and ably managed gathers 
together in time securities which are invested 
in a way that will bring the highest returns 
commensurate with safety. Take such compa- 
nies as the Home, 2Ztna, Hartford, Continental, 
German-American and others and we find that 
the banking department of these companies has 
become even more important than the under- 
writing department. The large amount of se- 
curities to invest and keep invested requires 
genius of no small order. If the banking de- 
partment of a company was contsantly losing 
money the stockholders would soon enter a 
vigorous protest. A large percentage of the 
income of fire insurance companies therefore 








is due to interest earnings. The assets of a 
company are entitled to earn interest the same 
as the private investments of any man. This 
should be quite distinct from profit on under- 
writing. A company may therefore continue 
to lose in its underwriting department and yet 
apparently show a profit year after year. Divi 
dends and expenses can be met from the an- 
nual returns on investments. 

Another false notion that creeps into the 
public argument is the percentage of dividends 
on capital. The large percentage is frequently 
pointed out as an irrefutable argument that 
the companies are making sufficient, if not tox 
much, money. The misapprehension exists 
from the fact that the public does not take 
into consideration the actual that 
earn these dividends. As a matter of fact the 
dividends are very ordinary when we consider 
that the stockholders allow funds to accumu- 
late with the company as an added protection 
to its policyholders instead of drawing them 
out as they might do if they desired. The 
Glens Falls is frequently cited as an example 
of large dividends. This company is over 
a half century old and originally it had $200,- 
000 capital, which has never been changed. 
Its assets are now over three and half millions. 
It has allowed a surplus of over $2,000,000 to 
accumulate for the guarantee of the policy- 
holders. It will thus seen that a large 
percentage of dividends on the capital of $200,- 
000 would be really a moderate amount on its 
net assets, which earn the dividends. 

When, therefore, one begins to point out the 
great earnings of some of the fire insurance 
companies he must remember that these in- 
stitutions are long established. They have ac 
cumulated large sums of money which they 
hold as reinsurance reserve and surplus which 
are invested at compound interest and repre 
sent the banking department cf a company 
which has grown up incidental to the under 
writing department. 

As the department 
should be considered quite apart from its as 
sociate, the underwriting department. The 
assets the company owns should yield the reg 
ular amount of Some companies 
which make a specialty of shrewd financiering 
are able to manipulate several turns and thus 
add largely to the income from their banking 
department. 

When one turns to the underwriting depart 
ment, which is the branch with which the pub 
lic is concerned, it should entitled to a 
profit the same as any other department of hu 
man activity. For the last few years the under- 
writing department of most companies has 
shown a loss. The banking departments have 
earned the money and paid dividends and in 
some cases added to the surplus. It is on 
account of the steady loss of the underwriting 
department that stockholders are protesting and 
calling the management of companies to ac- 
count. It is apparent to them that the con 
tinual drain on the underwriting department 
is drawing too largely on the banking depart- 
ment to pay losses. They realize that their cap- 
ital is invested in a rather hazardous enter 
prise and oonsidering the chances taken they 
rightfully believe they are entitled to even more 
profit than if their capital were invested along 
safer channels. 

The fact that the underwriting department 
if their institutions instead of yielding a profit 
has been operated at a loss has caused them 
to demand that rates be increased, especially 
with the appalling intelligence that last year 
between eight and nine millions of dollars were 
lost in the underwriting departments of com 
panies.

WILL ENTER THE CASUALTY FIELD. 

The American Bonding and Trust Company 
of Baltimore has been authorized by the Mary- 
land legislature to do a general casualty busi- 
ness. It is not known whether the company 
will take advantage of the provisions of its 
new charter at once or not. As is known, the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty of the 
same city does a burglary business in addition 
to its large bonding holdings. 

COMMENT ON ATNA’'S MOVE. 

Casualty agents of other companies do not 
seem to fear the effect in competition of the 
Etna’s plan to duplicate their policies where 
necessary to get the business. There has been 
considerable comment on the subject among 
personal accident men, the general drift of 
which is shown in the following, taken from 
a letter sent out by the Maryland Casualty to 
its agents: 

“The following is the substance of a notice 
which is being distributed by the home office 
and agents of the AEtna Insurance Company: 

‘7Etna accident policies may hereafter be se- 
cured, embracing the features of any other 
company. 

“Instead of meeting this in competition as 
a detriment, have you considered what a talk- 
ing point it is for you? I admit it looks like 








a very attractive feature, but then what does it 
show ot the Attnar First, that it does not 
consider its contract as good as the best; sec- 
ond, that it has no hxed principles tor doing 
business; timrd, that it has to copy the policy 
ot the Maryland, or some other company, to 
secure business, 

“it the agents of the Aétna can secure busi- 
ness for the Attna by selling the Maryland 
policy, how much more easy is it for the 
agent of the Maryland to sell the Maryland’s 
policies, which are not copies of the policies 
issued by any other company, but are exclusive, 
and unquestionably the most liberal policies 
on sale, 

The Employers Liability says: 

“The recent innovation ot the A&tna Life 
Insurance Company in duplicating the accident 
and health policy torms issued by other lead- 
ing companies has, we believe, received ad- 
verse criticism from many sources. However, 
we are rather inclined to approve the course 
taken by the /Etna, and believe that their action 
is a long step toward the final adoption of 
uniform accident and health policies. 

“We cannot but feel that the duplication of 
our forms by the A£tna is a compliment to us 
(though perhaps not intended), and is strong 
evidence of the popularity of our accident poli- 
cies, which we believe contain more liberal 
benefits and popular features than are to be 
found in any one policy issued by other com- 
panies. 

‘Should the Aztna’s lead in this particular be 
followed by other companies, all competition 
in policy forms would be practically abolished. 

“The leading accident companies have been 
inclined during the past few years to go each 
other one better in the matter of liberal ac- 
cident contracts, and it is our firm belief that 
in many of the policies issued during the year 
1901, a point has been reached beyond which 
it will be extremely unsafe to go, in the matter 
of benefits offered for the Premium charged. 

“The Employers Liability are in favor of 
clean, honest competition in all branches of in- 
surance, but we believe that for the mutual 
protection of the companies and the insuring 
public, the adoption of uniform accident and 
health policies is a much-needed reform.”

WILL TRY TO COLLECT CASUALTY TAX. 

It is reported on excellent authority that the 
attorney-general and the insurance commis- 
sioner of Rhode Island will make an attempt 
to collect the $300 license fee from Maryland 
surety and casualty companies under the re- 
aliatory law, which is similar to that in 
Massachusetts. Commissioner Cutting of 
Massachusetts tried to collect the tax this 
year from Maryland companies, but after ren- 
dering a decision favorable to his contentions, 
the attorney-general finally concluded that the 
department could not collect the tax. The at- 
torney-general of Rhode Island has rendered 

1 opinion directly contrary, and the expecta- 
tion is that Rhode Island will proceed to col- 
lect the tax from these companies through the 
courts if it is not paid voluntarily. In this 
event the legal status of the question will be 
ieeeines. A decision in the matter will 
be of great interest to all insurance companies.
